So, at this time, could counsel please state your name for the 
record. 
Ms. Akpan. Hello, my name is Ubong Akpan, spelled -- last name is A-k-p-a-n. 

i ]) Thank you very much. ‘There is an official reporter transcribing the 
record of this interview. Please wait until each question is completed before you begin 
your response, and we will try to wait until your response is complete before we ask our 
next question. The stenographer cannot record nonverbal responses, such as shaking 
your head, so it's important that you answer each question with an audible, verbal 
response. And, if | see you, you know, nodding yes or shaking your head no, I'll just 
repeat for the record and confirm that that's what indeed you meant to say. Now, we 
ask that you provide complete answers based on your best recollection. If the question 
is not clear, please ask for clarification. If you do not know the answer, just simply say 
SO. 


And now | am going to go through a couple of other important things to note 
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before we start. First, it's important that you understand that this interview is 
voluntary. If at any time you would like to stop speaking with us, that is your choice. 
Similarly, if at any point you need to discuss something with Ms. Akpan in private, please 
let us know, and we will take a break so you can have that conversation. 

Second, this interview is not under oath. But because this is formal 
congressional investigation, you're obligated under Federal law to tell the truth, the same 
as if you were speaking with the FBI or the Department of Justice. It is unlawful to 
deliberately provide false information to Congress. For this interview, providing false 
information could result in criminal penalties for false statements. 

Do you understand? 

Mr. Stackhouse. Yes. 

——__ Thank you. 

Third, you are not obligated to keep the fact of this interview and what we discuss 
confidential. You are free to tell whomever you wish that you met with us, including the 
prosecutor or judge on your case, or you can tell no one at all. That is entirely up to you. 

Fourth, the select committee is separate and independent from the Department 
of Justice. We have no involvement with the prosecutions, and DOJ is not a partner 
with the select committee in this investigation. The select committee also is not a party 
to your criminal case and is not agreeing to submit anything on your behalf to the judge, 
nor can we make any representation whether you tell the judge you have met with us 
that the judge will be more favorable to you during sentencing. 

Fifth, we have agreed with Ms. Akpan not to share the substance of what you say 
with the Department of Justice prior to your sentencing, but there are two possible 
exceptions to this. If you told us about evidence of a crime that we thought law 


enforcement was unaware of or if had we had any reason to believe that you lied during 
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this interview, then we would be obligated to tell the Department of Justice or another 
appropriate law enforcement about that. But if you tell the judge that you met with us, 
please understand that may prompt questions from the judge about what you said and 
whether it is consistent with your prior statements and acceptance of responsibility. 
And if the judge starts asking questions of us, we may get -- we may have to respond and 
divulge what you said. 

So does that all make sense, Mr. Stackhouse?

A Yes, | started following President Trump when he took office. 

Was it like news, 
any news organizations?

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Times or The Washington Post? 

A No, | wasn't that interested. 

Q Okay. Did you watch news on TV around then? 

A At that time, whatever was on. | didn't look forward to politics or anything. 
| just watched whatever was on TV. 

Q Okay. I'm going to ask some about other social media sites, and we will run 
through a list, and you can say like, yes or no, whether you used them at that time or 
have heard of them. So --

Q_ Anddid you use any of the ones | mentioned earlier after the 2020 election? 
A Yes, 

Q But which ones? 

A Parler. 


Q Okay. Did you follow -- 

A Telegram too, yeah. 

Q Okay. ParlerandTelegram? And did you pay attention to political news 
on Parler or Telegram? 

A Parler got shout down pretty quick, and Telegram was just more of like -- it 
was a group chat thing; people would just upload chats. 

Q_ Right. Did you rely on those chats or anything on Parler for political 
information? 

A | will check here and there. | never really did rely onthem. | found them 
interesting, but | didn't rely on it. 

Q Were you part of like particular groups on -- well, let's stick with Parler? 
Did you like follow particular groups on Parler? 

A Yeah, | think it was just like Trump 2020. 


Q Was that a hash -- sort of like a hashtag -- 


A Yeah. 
Q_ --kind of group? 
A Yeah. 
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Q Okay. Do you remember the kind of posts that were in Trump 2020 on 
Parler? 
A | got -- all positive things are going -- all of those rallies. Just wherever he 
has been, his crowds, the miles of lines to get into his rallies. It was just things like that. 
Q Understood. And, on Telegram, were you talking with people about 
politics? 

A | couldn't get anyone on there, no. | just read the threads. 

Q Okay. Do you remember threads that you specifically paid attention to for 
political -- 

A | have no idea. | really -- | wasn't into it that much. Whatever was there, | 
just clicked on. It wasn't really that big to me. 

Q Understood. And, following the 2020 election, did you still use Facebook to 
pay attention to politics? 

A No. | deleted Facebook, 2018. 

Q Okay. So were you following President Trump on any other social media? 

A | was -- | was on Instagram and Parler. And then once everything 
happened, | got rid of everything. 

Q When you say "once everything happened," do you mean January 6th? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. So, in the time period between 2020 election and January 6th, were 
you following President Trump on Instagram or other social media accounts? 

A Yes, Instagram, Twitter, those things. 

Q  Soyou did have a Twitter at that time? 

A Yes. 


Q Did you get a lot of political news from Twitter? 
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A The same stuff everywhere. Nothing new. 

Q Understood. So, right after the 2020 election, did you believe that it was 
stolen from former President Trump? 

A Yes. 

Q  Doyou remember when you started to believe that? 

A When | started seeing all these mail-in ballots come in days later, and then 
things weren't making sense in Philadelphia with people like not allowing people to view 
the election and stuff like that. Things weren't adding up. So then | thought, yes, it 
was stolen. 

Q Do you remember if you had heard anything about election fraud before the 
2020 election? 

A Yes. About -- just a -- mail-in ballots, in general. 

Q Okay. Was that the first time you had thought about mail-in ballots and 
election fraud? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you ever use a mail-in ballot? 

No. 

Q Was there anything else about the 2020 election that you found helped your 
belief that the election was stolen? 

A Because everything that | was seeing on the news, | mean, regular and 
locally in Philadelphia. There was people in Philadelphia that were not allowing people 
to view the elections. If you were wearing Trump shirts, they were not letting you vote. 
And | feared that was some kind of form of cheating. 

Q Where were you seen that reporting? 


A All over Philadelphia. It happenedin person. It happened in [inaudible]. 
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It happens to a couple of friends of mine. So it was just, it made sense to me. If you 
were wearing Trump stuff to go up to the voting polls -- 

QI'msorry. Did you just cut out, Mr. Stackhouse? 

A Oh, yeah. That's -- yes, | did believe it was stolen. Can you hear me? 

Q Nowwecanhear you. | think you got cut off when you said -- | asked 
where you had seen that reporting, and you were answering about, all over Philadelphia. 

A Yes, it was also on the news in Philadelphia. And it happened to people 
that | have actually known who live in Philadelphia who went to south Philly, who went to 
voting polls, who were basically turned away by the place for wearing a Trump 2020 shirt. 

Q 9 Okay -- 

A So | just added things up in my head. Again, | mean, it doesn't make 
sense -- it's not right. It doesn't make sense. 

Q Okay. Thankyou. We'll both do better not to make sure that we're not 
talking over each other. So, Mr. Stackhouse, you said that you received news reporting 
about this. Are you talking about local news? 

A It was on Fox. Fox Philly. 

Q Okay. It was on Fox Philly. Were you also seeing reports like that on 
social media? 

A Yeah. 

Q Okay. Did you ever see reporting that, in fact, the Philadelphia -- the 
election counting apparatus in Philadelphia had a livestream video that anybody could 
watch? 

A Oh, yeah. 

Q = Sodid that matter to you? 


A There were a lot of livestream videos that people went up to the -- they 
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went up to voting polls themselves and were turned away. Those kind of livestreamed 
videos? 

Q No. Sorry if my question wasn't clear. Sothe actual government entity 
that counts the votes had a camera livestreaming the process. Did you ever see 
reporting about that? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Thankyou. So, given that you had believed the election was 
stolen, did you participate in any activities following the 2020 election related to like 
alleged voter fraud? 

A No, | just looked into it. And, after it happened, it happened. There was 
nothing | could really do about it. It is what it is. 

Q So you didn't attend any rallies before January 6th about election fraud? 

A No. 

Q So, just for the record, you were not in D.C. for the November 14th rally? 

A | was not. 

Q  Andthe same question for December 12th, 2020? 

A | was not. 

Q Okay. Did you ever make any political donations to groups or entities that 
were challenging election issues between the 2020 election and January 6th? 

A No. 

Q Thankyou. Did you go to any other rallies in that time sphere -- sorry, time 
period, maybe like COVID lockdowns? 

A In 2020? 

Q Yes. 


A No, | -- the only rally | went to was January 6th. 
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Q Okay. Thankyou. So now we're going to move on to talk about why you 
decided to go to Washington, D.C., for the January 6th rally. So was there anything else 
besides election fraud -- sorry. | don't want to presume. Was election fraud the 
reason why you decided to go to Washington, D.C., on January 6th? 

A Well, part of it. The main reason was because usually his rallies are very 
fun, very upbeating, very -- just bands everywhere playing. Everyone loves everyone. 
Everyone is very friendly. | have been to other rallies that he has had, and there is never 
any problems. _ It's just everybody loving everyone. So that's why | went. 

Q Okay. Sodid President Trump say anything that influenced your decision to 
go on January 6th? 

A No, no. | thought maybe -- | thought it was going to be his last rally. And | 
thought it would be just nice to attend. 

Q How did you learn about the rally? 

A | don't know -- | think word of mouth and social media. | mean it wasn'ta 
big secret. 

Q Right. Right. Was it Twitter, Parler, Telegram? 

A Not, it was not Twitter. Maybe people just sending me links | have seen on 
Instagram. | can't really -- | can't really -- | just knew about it. It was all over the news. 
It wasn't -- and once | heard about it, | said, okay, yeah, I'll go. 

Q  Sodo you remember a tweet from President Trump on December 19th that 
called on people to come to Washington, D.C. on January 6th and mentioned that it 
would be a wild protest? 

A My Twitter was not active on December 19th. 

Q Okay. And did you see anyone then get other social media, you know, 


repost that tweet or something like it? 
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A No, | just seen screenshots on the whole rally itself. That would be 
people's stories of the dates and times, stuff like that. Just where food vendors would 
be, stuff like that. 

Q Were these screenshots like busses and inviting invited people to D.C.? 

A No, they were just like pretty much like a rally ticket, like a flyer. 

Q Okay. Do you remember what the flyer said? 

A Stop the steal rally, Washington Monument, MAGA Millions March, stuff like 
that. | can't really remember. 

Q_ That'sokay. Thankyou. Do you remember when you first decided to 
travel to Washington, D.C. for the January 6th rally? 

A When | first heard about it because | figured it would be his last one. | 
figured it would be. 

Q  Doyou remember like a specific date or time? 

A Around December. | don't remember. 

Q_ | think you broke up there a little bit. | think you were saying, you said 
some time in December? 

A Yeah, that is alll can remember. It wasn't, like | said, it wasn't a real, real, 
big deal of mine. And like | wasn't like -- | wasn't so thrilled to go because it was the 
middle of December, but at that time, | told someone that he could come down. So we 
just -- we set a date, made plans, and just went. 

Q Who was the person you decided to go with? 

A At that time, it was my ex-girlfriend's younger brother. 

Q And what was his name? 

A Scott.

He kind of -- we gave each 
our times when we were arriving, stuff like that, where we were staying. 

Q Understood. Was there any other reason that y'all wanted to be in 
Washington, D.C., on January 6th? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Well, I'm going to read from some text messages that you had with 
Mr. Gianos. These are from Mr. Gianos' complaint that was filed in his case. So this is 
not filed in your case. But they say that Mr. Gianos says: Well, | got a hotel. 

And you respond: You want to fight so bad. 

He responds: Night before too. 

So why did you -- 

A Oh, because -- 

Qs Please let me finish the question. Sorry. Why do you assume that Mr. 
Gianos wanted to fight? 

A Because he -- like | said, he went to rallies beforehand, and he was there in 
December. And, last time he was in December, he was jumped. 

Q Okay. So he was expecting violence on January 6th? 


A Yeah, he was. He knows different people than | know, yeah. 
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Q Okay. Did you take that as a reason that he wanted to be there on 
January 6th? Did we lose you Mr. Stackhouse? | think we lost you for -- 

A Hello? 

Q Allright. Wecanhearyounow. Sorry. |asked, did you take Mr. Gianos 
wanting to fight as a reason that he wanted to be in Washington, D.C., on January 6th? 

A No, | think he would have went either way. Like | said, he goes to a lot of 
them. 

Q___ | understand that he had other reasons for going, but did you take fighting as 
one of reasons that he wanted to go? 

A | do not think that was his main priority, no. | think it was -- he was 
just -- he was a lot of talk, if you have ever like been around him. 

Q_ Allright. | was not asking whether it was his main priority. | am just 
asking if you thought one of the reasons that he went to D.C. was to fight. | think we 
might have lost Mr. Stackhouse again. Let's pause the record at 2:35 p.m. |am trying 
to figure out this technical difficulty.

Q_ So let's get back on the record at 2:36 p.m., and, Mr. Stackhouse, before the 
technical difficulties, | had asked you whether you thought it was one of Mr. Gianos' 
reasons for attending January 6th that he wanted to fight so badly? 

A No, | do not believe that was one of his reasons. 

Q Can you explain then why you said "you want to fight so bad"? 

A | was being sarcastic because of what he had told me. | was joking about it. 
He wanted to go down just to go down. He wasn't going down -- | don't think he was 


going down to fight people, but | didn't go with him. So he was meeting up with 
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different people. 

Q Okay. Did Mr. Gianos' experience at earlier rallies make you worry about 
violence on January 6th? 

A Make we worry about it? Yes. | mean, | have seen it before too at other 


rallies. So | do know what he was talking about. 


Q Had you seen that on like news reports or -- 

A | have seen it in person. 

Q  Doyou remember which rallies? 

A Wildwood, and the Wildwood rally in New Jersey. 


Q_ That was before the 2020 election? 

A __ That was 2017, | think, or 2018 maybe. 

Q  Andwhat did you see? | think we lost you again, Mr. Stackhouse. Let's 
pause the record again at 2:38. 

[Discussion off the record.] 

BY as: 

Q  Wewill go back on the record at 2:44 p.m., and before the technical 
difficulties, | believe | had asked -- so | am just going to ask again whether you took Mr. 
Gianos' desire to fight as one of his reasons to attend January 6th? 

A No. 

Q  Notatall? 

No. 

Q Right. Okay. Thankyou. Ihad asked you about you had seen violence 
on a Wildwood, New Jersey, protest. And | think | asked you to describe that before we 
got cut off. So if you would describe that, please. 


A Down there, when you would be walking away from other rallies would be, 
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you would have antifa members and BLM all over the place, and they would be throwing 
stuff at you. My friends’ car that | went down with actually had spray paint BLM all over 
it. Antifa was throwing at, | guess, balloons of pee or something at us. 

Q_ Soit was antifa and BLM that you take as causing this violence. Did that 
theme stick with you through 2020 where you were expecting antifa and BLM to show up 
at the January 6th rally? 

A | feared they were there -- | thought they would be there. They're at every 
rally. | mean, they were there. 

Q Okay. 

A They were down there, yeah. 

Q Where were you getting -- | am sorry, Mr. Stackhouse. Where were you 
getting any information that BLM or antifa would be at the January 6th rally? 

A From the BLM Facebook site. From BLM site. It's all over it. 

Q__Did you follow -- do you follow those specific sites? 

A No, | was -- other people would just show me stuff from the group. | didn't 
have Facebook book then. 

Q_ Right. So people -- 

A But that's not areason. They're everywhere because they're at everything. 
So that is not reason that anyone would go downthere. You avoid them. 

Q_ I'msorry. Soit'snotareasonto go. You wanted to avoid them, but you 
still went. So were you expecting them to be there? 

A Oh, yeah, they're at every rally. 

Q Okay. And what did you expect to happen because they were there at a 
Trump rally? 


A Nothing. They just like -- | will go about my way and mind my business. 
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Q You just stated something to the effect of BLM and antifa would be a reason 
not to gotoarally. You expected them to still be at the -- 

A | never said they would not. _| never said that would be a reason not to go. 

Q Okay. Maybe! misheard you, but either way. So you are getting 
information through posts -- other people's posts on social media about BLM and antifa. 
Is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q  Doyou remember, specifically, like which groups were posting about this? 

A No, | didn't really care about it too much because | was used to it because 
they're everywhere. They're not really -- | didn't really care. That was not why | was 
going. 

Q Even if it wasn't why you were going, was it something that was on your 
mind before January 6th? 

A | mean, | guess it is always on your mind if you're going to be there. | really 
don't -- like | said, | really like didn't care. 

Q Let's just talk generally a little bit. How are you getting most of your 
information about January 6th? 

A Through posts, | guess. | don't know. | mean, you the flyer once, so that's 
alll need tosee. I|just neededa date andatime. | wasn't looking into it. | think you 
are thinking too much into it. | wasn't like looking into it. | wasn't obsessed with it. 
Like | said, | seen the flyer and said, okay, we'll go, and that's how | went. 

Q Yeah, but what were you doing to plan for January 6th? 

A | bought warm clothes because it was going to be cold. Rachel got a room. 
That's it. 


Q Well, | want to read to you from some text messages on December 30th put 
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between yourself and, | think, Ms. Myers, according to the complaint filed for Ms. Myers 
and Mr. Gianos. So, according to this complaint on December 30th, Ms. Myers says: 
I'm not scared of those little faggots, and if | died, it would be something | was so 
passionate for. So whatever, LOL. 

You said: You are not dying, Rach. 

And then, some -- and a few, like skip some text messages, Ms. Myers said: 
Those twerps have weapons because they can't fight. 

And you said: I'll give you a knife. 

And someone else mentioned a lot of bear mace. And I'll represent to you that 
"those twerps" seem to be a discussion of counterprotesters at January 6th. So were 
you planning -- 

A It was large -- 

Q Let me finish the question. Were you planning to interact with or see any 
protesters on January 6th? 

A | was not planning on interacting with anybody. | mean, she's a girl, if she 
is scared, then get her protection, but she had no reason to be scared. And we didn't 
bring any weapons. That's not why we were going. Because the protesters were not 
near the monument. They were near Black Lives Matter Plaza, which was not near us. 
So what we did was we tried to avoid that area. [Inaudible.] She hada right to be 
scared. 

Q  SoMs. Myers -- I'll read the last text from Ms. Myers: _ I'll be marching with 
the PBs -- which I'll represent to you means Proud Boys -- so they stay away from me. 

Do you think Ms. Myers was scared? 

A Yes. 


Q Okay. And why did you think she would need a knife? 
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A For protection. I've been to rallies where I've seen physical fights; I've seen 
women get harassed.

When | would see that stuff on the news, they would be 
standing there in large groups, protecting the citizens of Philadelphia, who were, like, 
elderly, the small, who were there for their statue.

So you saw Senator Cruz on Instagram talking about Vice President's 
power to overturn the 2020 election results? 

A At one point. That's one video that stands outs. Like, if you were,

A They give up to date news. 

Q And what did they say about Vice President Pence's power? 

A That he would have the power to overturn the election if he thought it 
was -- was the right thing to do. 

Q Okay. And you trusted these news sources? 

A | just looked into it. | mean, like, | didn't make it my life. | would just hear 
about it. If | heard it, then okay, cool. If not, so be it. 

Q And were there a lot of conversations on January 6th with the people around 
you about Vice President Pence's ability to overturn the election? 

A Not -- not that | recall. 


Q  Dovyou recall people talking about Congress certifying the electoral vote? 
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A No. | don't think -- it's weird because when you get down there, everyone 
just starts talking about other -- no, it wasn't really -- no, | don't recall any of that. 

Q Okay. But were you aware that Congress was certifying the electoral count 
that day, on January 6th? 

A | didn't know what was going on. | didn't know what they were going to 
do. Like | said, | just went down there to show my support. 

Q Okay. Do you remember President Trump saying anything about 
marching -- attendees marching to the Capitol and that he would go with them? 

A | remember hearing him say I'd march down to the Capitol and show 
your -- show something or -- yeah, | remember him saying something like that, but | think 
| was already walking down, on the way down. 

Q Okay. So you left before the -- 

A __ |had to find -- | had to find -- | left to find -- before the end because | had to 
find a bathroom. 

Q Understood. Was it always your intention to walk towards the Capitol after 
the speech? 

A Well, | thought that was part of the entire plan, like, you had people telling 
you there -- while you're there, standing there, saying the speech here, then -- then 
march -- march down whatever that street was, that long street there. 

Q Okay. So ahead of time you believed that part of this involved a march to 
the Capitol? 

A | thought it was all part of one rally. | didn't know that there was 
separate -- | thought it was all part of one little organized rally. 

Q And where did you get that idea? 


A Just by how it was organized, people telling you what to do, go here, go 
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there, do this, where the gates were set up at, stuff like that. | thought -- | thought it 
was just part of the rally. 

Q Right. And did you have that idea before you got to D.C. on January 6th? 

A | didn't know that they were that far apart. | didn't know that there was 
that much walking involved, to be honest with you. 

Q_ Right. But you did think there would be a march of some kind? 

A Well, it's a -- it's a rally with Stop the Steal. | mean, | guess people walk 
everywhere. Happened in Wildwood, people walk the streets too. The people were 
walking, they were marching in circles around the block there. 

Q- Right. But for January 6th, I'm going to read a text that Mr. Gianos sent to 
you on January 4th, 2021, so 2 days before January 6th, where he indicates his intention 
to attend the Stop the Steal Rally. So he says the main event is starting at 7 a.m., and 
then he says, quote, then march to Capitol. So did you --

So | was trying to get a sense of why -- why you're differentiating a march at an 
earlier rally from what happened on January 6th? 

A | thought -- considered a march and a rally were the same exact thing, you're 
going somewhere, you know, to show your support. | wasn't planning on marching 
anywhere. 

Q You weren't planning on marching anywhere? 

A No. |just end up going tothe rally. | wasn't planning on walking- -- | 
didn't want to walk anywhere. | didn't want to march. | just wanted to go to a rally 
and attend it and find somewhere cool to hang out with. That's usually what happens. 
You go down there, and you find somewhere cool to hang out at, and you stay in one 
spot. 

Q Okay. So-- 

A But when | hear the word march and a rally, | thought it was all just one 
thing. You go to the Monument, you hang out, show your support, you find a group of 
people, and you do what youdo. And then you go home at the end of the night. 

Q But why did you think that marching to the Capitol would be part of the Stop 
the Steal rally? 

A That's how -- well, that's how it was set up, | guess, right? We've -- we've 
seenit. We've seen everything set up. And there were speeches at the Capitol and at 
the Monument all together. So they were -- they were just all, just one big -- one big 
rally. 


Q Okay. And did you take any -- 
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A | didn't think | was, like, there to march. 

Q Understood. Did you take any -- I'm sorry, Mr. Stackhouse. Did you take 
anything about going to the Capitol, the specific building, as important? 

A Going -- | mean, | didn't think of anything. | was just going with the flow.

Q  Dovyou recall seeing advertisements for, like, the event at the Ellipse and 
then a follow-on march to the Capitol all in the same advertisement? 

A Yes. Everything was all together. | didn't think it was two different things. 
| just thought everything was coming together at once. Like | said, | didn't pay too much 
attention to it. Once | just heard the date and seen the date, then okay, fine, we'll go. 

Q Okay. Thank you. 

A | thought it was all just one set up, just one event. 

Q Understood. Thank you very much. 

So on your way to the -- when did you start marching to the Capitol then? 

A | started walking by myself and | started buying, like, souvenirs and stuff like 
that because | couldn't find anybody, because | was by myself for a couple hours. And 
so | started buying all souvenirs, and | found a bathroom. 

And then the only way to contact with people, because there was no service down 
there, was through that app, Telegram. 

Q Okay. And when did you meet up with Mr. Gianos and Ms. Myers? 

A Well, | ran into -- ran into Rachel and them and | -- and then | started -- | 
think | communicated -- where he was at because he couldn't see where anyone was or 


get together. Like | said, | was by myself. 
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So then, like, | met them onthe corner. God, | don't know -- | can't -- | don't 
remember what corner it was. And then we just started walking down, the four of us. 

Q Okay. And do you have any sense of what time that was? 

A Oh, man, | want to say around 12:30. 

Q Okay. And were you communicating with other people via Telegram, or 
was it just Ms. Myers -- 

A No. Just the one guy, Mike. | wasn't too familiar with Telegram. | didn't 
really know how to use it. He had to show me that day, in fact, how to contact him. 

Q And Mike is Mr. Gianos, correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. So when you reunite with these two, what do you do? 

A Well, they had to go to the bathroom too, so they found a bathroom. And 
then we started walking down. And then we -- then we see -- we get down there and 
see there's massive, massive crowds and then thought this must be it. 

Q Okay. And what were you hearing as you're walking to the Capitol? 

A | don't remember. | don't remember. 

Q Nothing sticks out? 

A No. I'msorry. lreallydon't remember. | think we were just talking 
about -- the general conversation. | know we were all freezing, like -- like, literally 
freezing. 

Q_ Right. But were people around you chanting? 

A Yeah. | just remember the Stop the Steal. 

Q___ Did you hear other chants, like, hang Mike Pence? 

A | heard them down at the Capitol, like, from other crowds but not when | 


was walking down. 
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Q Okay. Did you hear anything else about other elected officials as you're 
walking down? 

A No. |really don't --| don't think so. It was more the social walk. 

Q_ Right. Did you see any signs of violence as you were walking to the 
Capitol? 

A No. 

Q___sCODid you see a lot of police? 

A Yeah. Standing there along the sides and stuff. 

Q Okay. And when you get to the Capitol -- 

A No, no. 

Q Understood. When you get to the Capitol, like, area, can you describe 
what you're seeing? 

A We get there, and I'm starting to see people -- there's like, | guess, the 
Capitol police were just shooting -- shooting stuff into the crowd. You kept on hearing 
these loud flash bangs, kept on hearing all this stuff and, like, smoke and I'm -- huh? 

Q | was going to say, what does that -- so you hear flash bangs, you see smoke. 
What does that make you think? 

A | mean, what the hell is going on. But then | -- so we just get closer and 
closer just to look and see what's going on, and we're watching all this madness, like, 
unfold outside. We're just looking at it. And this is all near the stage. This is not up 
top or anything. We're just watching, like, what could be going on. And we're looking 
into the crowd then, like, because we didn't understand why people were being shot 
with, like -- like, all this stuff. 

Because when we -- when we got down there, it wasn't -- it didn't look too -- it 


wasn't violent. But maybe | was on the wrong side of the building as well. 
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Q But you just said there were flash bangs and smoke and people -- 

A Yeah. But I'm not gonna -- maybe because you guys are alert -- 

Q_ Sorry, Mr. Stackhouse, please let me finish. Please let me finish. So if 
you're seeing smoke and flash bangs and people crowding -- 

A Yeah. 

Q_ --that didn't seem violent to you? 

A Well, I'm trying to figure out why it was happening. There was nobody 
trying to make their way up when | got down there. | just didn't know what was going 
on. Weall--so it was just me, my friend Scott, and Rachel. We walk up to the side -- | 
don't know where the guy Mike went -- and we were just standing there watching. 

Q Where were you when you arrived at the Capitol, Mr. Stackhouse? You 
described a stage. So when you were facing the stage, was it on your right side or your 
left side, if you recall?

Q_ So the first breach of the Capitol was at 2:13 p.m. so you're walking into the 
Capitol just 7 minutes later. And | think, look, we've seen the images of people violently 
pushing into the Capitol in that first push when they went in at 2:13. 

So | guess it's just hard for us to understand how you didn't see the violence if the 
first person who broke the window, the Proud Boy who broke the window at 2:13, and 
then you enter at 2:20, how you did not see this violence? 

A | wasn't near anybody up top when there was -- there was the window 
broken. | was right near the front door when they -- someone -- a guy from inside, it 
was an Officer, from inside the building, pushed the door open towards us. There was 
nothing broken near me where | -- where we entered. 

If you were seeing it, there was just a group of people standing at the back door, 
again, at the other entrance maybe or whatever. But when we got up to the top, the 
door wasn't even open. They opened it from the inside. 

Q No, | understand that when you walked in, you might not have seen people 
breaking windows. But the fact that you entered just 7 minutes after someone broke 
windows and there was 30 or 40 minutes of clashing with police to get to where they 


arrived, | guess | just find it hard that you didn't witness at least individuals clashing with 
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the police. 

A Oh, no. 

Q You already talked -- you already about flash bangs. | guess I'm just trying 
to understand why'd you keep going forward, and why didn't you leave? 

A That's when | got down there, there was flash bangs and all like that. Then 
as it got -- | guess, got, like, all throughout the day, yes, the crowd got more violent, and | 


did see that violence.

Q Okay. So why didn't you leave? 

A | mean, interest, | guess. | wasn't -- | wasn't going to get violent. | was 
just -- | was watching, | was there. 

Q What were you interested in? 

A Well, actually, right behind us, there was a rapper performing. His name 
was Bryson Gray. So we were listening to the rapper perform. 

Q_ That's not what I'm asking. I'm asking, why were you interested in keeping 
going forward after you witnessed violence? 

A | was just walking with it. | was -- it was the Capitol building, | was ona 
chant, Stop the Steal. | didn't -- | didn't know -- | did not know anyone was in the Capitol 
building. | thought they were just up top.

Q_ Right. But you heard people chanting at this time, hang Mike Pence, right? 

A | guess in the crowd, yeah, just people chanting. That's whatever. That's 
nothing to do with me. But maybe they wanted to go up, | don't know. | didn't know 
anyone was going to go in the Capitol building. And when | -- when | got up there, | 
didn't know anyone was inside the Capitol building. 

Q Where did you think they were going? 

A Just up top. To maybe go around the building and protest, to get closer. | 
didn't think anyone was going in.

Q | guess | don't understand how you didn't think people were going in, but yet 
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you walked in, right? | guess it's -- it's -- 

A Just because | didn't think -- because when | got up there -- 

Q Wait, wait, let me finish my thought. _ It's not us trying to -- we're just trying 
to understand why you walk into the Capitol, especially the time you walk in, because 
when you walk in, there's actual violence going on around you, while you continue to 
push forward and walk in the Capitol? 

A When they opened -- it was someone opened the door for us, we went in 
because we were freezing. That is the -- that's the God honest truth. The main reason 
we went into that Capitol building because we were freezing cold. We couldn't feel our 
feet. 

iiss So why didn't you turn around and go backwards to your hotel? 

Mr. Stackhouse. Wecouldn't. We were so far up there, the crowd behind us. 

The easiest way was going forward.

Q Thank you yaaa 


Did you see broken glass, broken windows, any -- 

A Not once. When | -- 

Qs‘ Please let me -- Mr. Stackhouse, please let us finish the whole question. | 
know it's difficult like this. 

So | was asking if you saw broken windows, broken glass, you know, overturned 
barriers, any sort of evidence of a struggle on your way into the Capitol? 

A Not one. 

Q Okay. Thankyou. And what did you do when you were inside? 


A | just walked -- it was very, very crowded. | remember seeing a grandmom 
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ina wheelchair. | seen little kids, so I'm, like, thinking, it's not that bad. So we just 
walked through, chanted. Somehow we followed people upstairs, walked into Pelosi's 
office -- Pelosi's office for maybe a couple seconds. Wasn't there long. | had my hands 
down my back the entire time because | was nervous, and | didn't want to touch anything. 

And then upstairs, that's when we first started hearing people break things. And 
if you recover my videos that were on my phone, you hear me yelling, stop breaking stuff. 
You hear me say that. 

Q Okay. What did you hear when you were in Speaker Pelosi's office? 

A | didn't hear much. | wasn't inside that long. | kind of left when someone 
mentioned taking a crap in the -- in the corner or something like that. 

Q So you heard somebody say that? 

A Like | said, like -- yeah. Someone was talking about it, | don't know. Like | 
said, like, | had the nervous feeling that we weren't -- we weren't supposed to be in there. 
And | didn't want to be in there, but like | said, we were freezing, and my hands are 
behind my back from when we were upstairs. | didn't want to touch anything. We 
walked, | guess, to the front and opened a door and overlooked the entire, | guess, the 
one street. And then we seen all these cops, you know, ready to come in and were, like, 
nope, let's go.

Q  Whydid you feel uncomfortable? And | totally hear you, you're saying you 
walked in because you were cold. You made it to the Speaker's office. You were 
nervous, so you had your hands behind your back. But help us understand why you 
were nervous? 

A | mean, like, I'm in the Capitol building. Like, | knew what | was doing was 


wrong, but | didn't want to believe it. | -- | felt like | was just following the rally, | went 
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with the flow, and | got myself to a point where | couldn't turn back. 

So | was very, very nervous. 

Q When you found your way to the Speaker's office, like, how did you wind up 
there? Did you know where you were going, or did the people you were following know 
where they were going? 

A | had no -- | had no earthly idea where | was going. We walked pasta 
doorway and | -- it says Pelosi on top of the doorway, and it was locked. And |'m -- we're 
walking back, like, okay, stay away. And then someone kicks it open. So out of 
curiosity, | walk in. 

Q Did you hear anybody around you, though, who seemed like they know 
where they were going when they went to the Speaker's office? 

A | don't -- | don't recall. | don't. It's like people were just frantic. 

Q Did you hear anybody chanting anything about the Speaker, about trying to 
find Speaker Pelosi? We've heard audio of this already. I'm trying to understand, did 
you hear people looking for Ms. Pelosi? 

A | don't -- | don't remember what people were saying. It's been so long ago. 
Like, | remember hearing a lot of things, but | was also, like, very, very, like, 
uncomfortable too because there was -- | guess there was also pepper spray being 
sprayed in there, and that would get in your lungs and your throat and stuff like that too. 

So | wasn't really focused on other people. | was kind of more focused on getting 
the heck out of there.

Q Okay. Do you remember, like, why were you curious about going in 

Speaker Pelosi's office? 


A | don't have an answer for that. It just, the door opened, and | was right 
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there when it happened, and I, just out of curiosity, said, I'm going to walk through. And 
| literally walked through, maybe for 5 seconds, then out. 

Q Okay. Do you remember seeing any Proud Boys around you? 

A No. |don't remember seeing -- | can't recall who it was. It ranged from 
everyone, from young to old, from male to female, from White to Black, everything, it 
was just everything. 

Q  Sowas part of your hope of stopping the steal, attending President Trump's 
rally, did going into the Capitol have anything to do with that? 

A No. | didn't know how | ended up there. __| didn't want to be there. 

Q___sODid you -- 

A Like | said, | wanted a nice, fun rally, man, and like, it just turned into 
something that | didn't want to be. And, like, it's a day that I'm going to regret for the 
rest of my life. 

Q Understood. Do you get the sense that other people in there were hoping 
to keep stop -- keep going with Stop the Steal? 

A Yeah. 

Q You heard a lot of chants about Stop the Steal? 

A We heard chants, like, to that. And you can tell by, like, probably what 
people -- some people were wearing. They're, like, where the heck are you from? 

Like, why are you dressed like you're in the military? Why are you dressed you're ready 
for war? A lot of things just didn't add up. 

Q Okay. So you got the impression based on what you were seeing and 
hearing that there were people in who were hoping to stop the certification of the 
electoral vote or just, you know, keep President Trump as President? 


A | had a feeling that there were people in there who were not just there to 
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chant.

And by not just there to chant, you mean precisely?

Violence. 

Q Violence against whom? 

A Against anyone who got in their way. | can -- like, I'm not sure what party 
they represent or who they're -- but there were people there who looked like they were 
straight from militias. 

Q Okay. And did you get the impression that the people who were standing 
in the way would be the people who were trying to certify the 2020 election for President 
Joe Biden? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. Thank you very much. 

Do you remember why you eventually left the Capitol? | think you mentioned it, 
but -- 

A Yeah. | mean, like -- like | said, at first, | kind of felt like | was just, 
like -- almost, like, forced in because | had nowhere else to go. And then we got up top, 
and we took a picture of, like, the crowd and stuff like that on the streets. 

And when you look down, you see all these police officers, and I'm like, Rach, I'm 
like, let's go, this is getting ugly. We're not supposed to be here. 

Q  Gotit. Sol believe you left before President Trump's video at 4:30, but just 
for the record, did you see President Trump's 4:30-ish video asking everybody to leave? 

A No. 1|was already back -- | think | was already back in my hotel by then. 

Q Okay. Thankyou. So right after, in the days after you left the Capitol, did 
you talk to Mr. Gianos and Ms. Myers? 


A Yeah. 
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Q Do you remember what you were talking about? 

A Yeah. | said, F the government, | don't regret one thing. Because at that 
time | felt like | really didn't do anything wrong, because | didn't touch or break anything, 
and we were just in and out. 

Do | feel different now? Completely. | regret every single moment of that day. 
| regret -- | regret getting involved in politics to be honest with you. 

Q Understood. And we'll -- 

A | regret -- | regret falling into deep holes. | regret looking at social media. 
| regret believing stuff that wasn't true. 

Q Thankyou. We'll give you a chance to expand on that in just a little bit, but 
| want to focus again on how you were feeling at that moment. So at that time, did you 
still think President Trump would be President come January 20th, 2021? 

A _ After the Capitol? 

Q Yeah. At like -- at the inauguration that would follow, did you think 
President Trump would stay President? 

A | think there was a slight possibility | thought that it could've been 
overturned, but -- and also like in my head and reality, like, if it could've been overturned, 
wouldn't it have already been overturned? 

Q Right. Do you think President Trump's speech had any -- or later speeches 
had anything to do with your belief that he could still stay in power? 

A Not from his speeches, no. 

Q What was giving you the idea that there was a chance the election could still 
be overturned? 

A Certain things that people hear. It's, like, certain -- like, just outrageous 


conspiracies about, like, America not being a country no more and it being a Republic, like 
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weird things, like far-fetched ideas. 

Q Okay. So you have -- it's hard to tell from the Gianos-Myers complaint, but 
you have a text on January 7th, and they had admitted a bunch of text messages, 
discussing whether the election results would be overturned. And you say, | think this is 
what he was talking about in his speech. Do you have any idea what you were 
referencing there? 

A | don't. And I'm not even sure what speech. 

Q Okay. That's okay. It wasa long time ago. 

A Yeah, | don't -- and honestly it probably wasn't from that speech during the 
day, because you could barely hear anything he was saying. So| didn't hear that speech 
from that day pretty much really, and | didn't hear the 4:30 one. So it had to be from 
another -- some other thing. 

Q Okay. But is it your belief that you were seeing on social media, you 
mentioned like outrageous conspiracies, you were seeing this stuff somewhere on social 
media? 

A Yeah. 

Q Okay. Thank you. 


—= FY do you have any anything to follow-up before we move 


on? 
BE “Nothing from me. Thank you. 
BS Thank you. So Ms. Akpan, we usually ask this question of counsel, if 
you could just describe the current status of Mr. Stackhouse's case for the record.

Q Okay. Did QAnon really influence your beliefs about the 2020 election? 
A Yes. 
Q Did you see posts on QAnon about January, | don't know, sorry. Did you 
see QAnon-related posts about January 6th? 
A No, not really about January 6th. They were more into, like, deeper and, 


like, bigger things but you would see people there wearing Q, stuff like that, flags -- Q 
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flags, stuff like that. But | never really tried to get into it about January 6th. Like | said, 
January 6th was the flyer, and | just wanted to go to a rally. 

Q So what did you take away from Q about the 2020 election? 

A That's when they pumped your head with a bunch of information about 
how -- you started thinking it could be overturned, how illegal vote -- of mail-in voting 
over certain time is illegal and they're going to be thrown out, that they're going to get 
thrown out, and certain -- certain representatives or something are going to do this, to do 
this, to change the election this. They didn't -- it went all over the place. 

Q_ Right. And do you remember why you started paying attention to Q? 

A Because when COVID first happened, | got very, very bored, and | didn't have 


any work, and | just -- | just -- it became a hobby almost at one point when | had nothing 


to do. 

Q So you would actively go into the internet and look for Q-related things? 

A Yes. And it was, like, sometimes last 12 hours. Sometimes, you know, go 
overnight. 

Q = And had -- 

A | had nothing todo. Nothing was open, no work, no nothing. You know 


what | mean? 

Q Yeah, no,! understood. I'm just wondering, did you talk to your friends and 
family about Q? 

A Yeah. 

Q_ And how did they feel about the amount of time you were spending in that 
world? 

A Well, my dad pretty much wanted to disown me. A lot of other friends

A | mean, he held a rally there, but -- and when it comes down to it, it's no 
one's fault but mine. | made the choice to walk into the Capitol building. | made the 
choice to godown. It was my fault. It was the dumbest decision of my entire life. 


Q Understood. Thank you. 
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So we covered a lot today, and we appreciate your willingness to talk to us. It 
can be hard for us to get a lot of people in your shoes who are willing to share their 
stories, and we're really looking for all perspectives when we do this, so we do very much 
appreciate you taking the time to speak with us.
